androvltch, brother of the Czar Nicholas 
of Russia, who in order to marry the wo- 
man -he loved, resigned all claims to the 
Russian throne and is living In England 
practically banished from his native land, 
In an Interview granted me today after I 
had presented 
a letter 
of Introduction 


from Queen Alexandria, the queen mother 
6f Great Britain. 


The Grand Duke spoke his mind freely. 


He appeared pleased at the opportunity to 
speak to the American people who, iie 
said, he believed must have gained a false 
Impression of him because of the stories 
circulated to the effect that he had plot- 
ted against the Czar and the Czarevitch. 
'1 will not ask you to deny the story 


that I am a Nihilist" said the Grand 
Duke. "And that I have been suspected 
of plotting against my Imperial brother 
and bis little son, because I cannot Imag- 
ine anyone being foolish enough to be- 
lieve such a tale." 


IS DRAMATIC INDIVIDUAL. 


Armed with my letter of Introduction I 


sought the brother of Russia's Imperial 


residence. Knebworth, tie beautiful castle 
In Hartfordshire, whlcfc he has leased from 


me cordially. He Is very democratic, and 
asked me to be kind enough to overlook 
the fact that he is the brother of an 
emperor, and to kindly address him as if 
he were an ordinary mortal. 


The Grand Duke arrived In England 


'or!v a "little over two weeks ago. He 
speaks English fluently, but prefers to 
speak French, and It was in that language 
that the Interview was held. 


"I. do want you, however, to say for me 


that there are absolutely no bitter feel- 
ing* between tie Czar and myself," went 
02 the Grand Pake, "And if the Czar 
ever visits England, everybody will have 
a chance to see that we are anything hot 
personal enemies. The fact Is that even 
within his own family the 'Czar Is not 
such an autocrat as the world believes, 
but Is bound to follow very strict family 
laws, which left him no choice In my 
case. Being forced to obey the laws of 
the Homanoft family he 
could not pos- 


sibly sanction my marriage, which I look 
upon as a purely personal affair, since 1 
«m no longer heir to the throne. 


"I have come to England because I 


want to live Quietly like any other ordin- 
ary fcttraan being. I do not care for so- 
ciety, and beyond seeing my mother and 
other near relatives here I expect to meet 


stand and respett my wish."

BANISHED BY BROTHER. 


In November, 1S1Z, the Grand Duke 


T Michael married Kme. ShorsmetleYshaia. 
a plebeian. The Ciar did not learn of the 
marriage until January last, at which 
time he publicly disgraced tola brother by 
ordering him and his wife to quit Russia 
within, forty-eight hours. The priest who 
married the Grand Duke and his bride 
was ordered to be nnfrockad by the Czar 
and the Minister of the Interior and sev- 
eral officials of the police department were 
removed because they had r»ot kept a. bet- 
ter watch on the man who, until the birth 
of .a son to the Czar, was the Czarevitch 
or heir to the Russian throne.

They equaled and even outdid the 
Turks in the ferocity with which they 
treated people who have been in the same 
business, or may have been as innocent 
as kittens. 


In the first campaign, and particularly 


after the cessation of hostilities with 
Turkey, Greek and Bulgarian irregulars 
and protected brigands have done Just the 
same thing. One explanation is- that the 
Bulgarians are hunting up and routing 
out people, Turks or Greeks, who have at 
some time or other attacked Bulgarian 
villages. 


Of all the Balkan peoples the Bulgar- 


ians, who were the last to be freed, have 
{he fiercest memory of things to avenge. 
It Is hard to make clear how unrighteous 
is revenge to those who can say, as some 
of the most refined leaders In Bulgaria 
can say, "They did not spare my grand- 
mother." 


"The Servian likes to have you think 


•well of him, the Bulgarian does not care 
what you think of him." said an Ameri- 
can diplomat In the Balkans. There Is a 
difference m that respect between the two 
people, perhaps because the Bulgarian has 
such a tenacious belief that he is going 


raw and little educated peasants, long on 
the land. 


They are not yet out oi the eighteenth 


century, yet they follow -without cesita- 
tlon the policy and the methods of Owir 
leaders. 
It is just like Japan In the ac- 


ceptance by a nation of decisions made by 
a few.

The Bulgarians, to judge by num- 
erous wagon trains seen near the seat of 
war, relv on the very small farmer's 
wagon for ciailv supplies.

hundreds of them on railroad cars, the 
man often asleep inside 
The unit, how- 


ever, seems to the layman very small.

trenches; when it took four days to make 
a trip through the mud from the depot on 
the railroad, the troops might get sup- 
plies once in four days: and very likely 
ate the whole in the first two days. In 
one of the Greek campaigns the Crown 
Prince ConstanMr.e (now King) had been 
In a flgrht all the afternoon.

San Francisoo or anywhere In California, 
It Is well for everybody to be careful 
about --hat they cJ 
place, city or country. The danger of ty- 
phoid is present wherever one mr.y go, for 
files spread the disease, and it is impos- 
sible to sterilize every article of food 
and drink. The wisest course is to follow 
the example of the army people and re- 
sort to vaccination. BY that precaution 
the United States army has reduced ty- 
phoid cases greatly. 
It is claimed that 


Dr. Frederick Parker Gay, Professor of 
Pathology In the University of California, 
has developed a new method of typhoid 
vaccination, which is superior to any other 
formula in use. More than three hun- 
dred students at the university have been 
vaccinated against typhoid since August 
fer Profe's^r Oar'? rrp"iM. which rtnoi 
not cause nausea and fever like other 
serums. This new typhoid serum is sent 
free to any physician in the state who ap- 
plies for it to the Department of Pathol- 
ogy of the University of California. 
In- 


stead of using attenuated strains of living 
bacteria, as French medical investigators. 


from typhoid bacteria which have been 
killed and ground exceedingly fine. 
He 


uses a sensitized culture—a culture treat- 
ed with Immune serum. Professor Gay's 
method shortens the time required for 
vaccination. Heretofore the three inocu- 
lations required have been given at In- 
tervals of ten days. Professor Gay gives 
the second and third injection of the vac- 
cine In three and six days respectively. 
Whether Professor Gay's method will

German administrators of railways in Al- 
sace-Lorraine hind themselves under no 
circumstances to use the said railways of 
Luxembourg for the purpose of trans- 
porting troops, arms, ammunition or war 
material of any kind and during a war to 
undertake no action violating the recog- 
nized neutrality of Luxembourg." 


To suppose that Germany even in case 


of war should go back on her written 
promises is an insult to the German peo- 
ple, an Insult so serious that some of our 
prominent militaristic Jingoes even advo- 
cated attacking Prance through the "hole 
at Luxembourg" before France could fin- 
ish her preparations. 


ITALIAN ELECTIONS EMBARRASS. 
In Italy the new elections to the Parlia- 


ment which are to take place at the end of 
th« rrorrtr! have placed the authorities of 
ie Vatican in a rather embarrassing posi- 
tion. They have to take their choice be- 
tween two evils both of which are equally 
serious. 


On the one side, of course, the Tatican 


s bound to use every effort to prevent the 
election of an anti-clerical majority to the 
chamber, and on the other side a strong 
Catholic party in the new pariiainent 
would be almost as bad. 


The Pope will therefore allow the 25 


Catholic members who are now seated in 
the Italian chamber to be candidates for 
re-election, but everywhere else the papal 
decree against participation In the elec- 
tions will remain in force except In suchj 
districts which are sure to elect an anti- 
clerical deputy unless the clericals vote 
egalnst him. 


To get such support from the orthodox 


catholics every candidate must sign an 
agreement edited bv the Vatican and 
must solemnly promiafl to use all his in- 
fluence against any bill mailer divorce 
.egal in Italy. 


A very large number of moderate and 


liberal candidates have already signed the 
pledge so no matter how the elections 
tarn out It is almost certain that an 
Italian divorce law is as far off as ever.; 


FRANCO-SPANISH TREATY.

Ion?: Cabinets crisis, as will be remem- 
bered, ended with the formation of a 
business Cabinet under the premiership 
of Oort van der Linden. It was feared 
by many that this cabinet would put on* 
a revision of th» constitution as lonj 
as possible, but these fears are now 
shown to have been unfounded and the 
elections having plainly Indicated the de- 
sires of the Dutch people. Queen Wll- 
helmtnu's subjects will soon be able to en- 
Joy one of the most liberal constitutions 
in Europe. 


In her speech from the 
throne 
the 


Queen recently announced that on the 
program of the government is universal 
suffrage for men with an opening which 
will trake woman suffrage possible when- 
ever in. th« opinion of voters it should be 
considered expedient to extend the right 
of suffrage. The question of old" age pen- 
sions and labor insurance will also be 
ttken tip by the government. 


Thte announcement has been received 


with great enthusiasm by the Dutch peo- 
ple and the victory of universal suffrage 
In Holland under the present Cabinet Is 
certain. The Queen herself Is said to be 
strorgly in ftivor of vote? for women.

Chap- 
man Grant's mother lives in this city. His father 
is Jesse R. Grant, the youngest son of the famous 
general, and a mining man. U. S. Grant of San 
Diego has a son, U. S. Grant HI, who graduated 
from West Point in 1903 just sixty years after his 
grandfather got his diploma at the same institution. 
Some time ago, I think, he was the superintendent 
of the State, War and Navy building at Washington. 
An army career for awhile was also chosen by Al- 
gernon Sartoris Jr., son of the general's only daugh- 
ter, Nellie, who in 1876 married Algernon Sartoris 
Sr., deputy lieutenant of Caermarthonshire, whose 
mother was Adelaide, sister of the famous actress, 
Fanny Kemble. Sartoris Sr. died some years ago 
and his widow is now a Mrs. Jones of New York. 
Her son served in the Spanish war as a first lieu- 
tenant of engineers and captain of infantry. Later 
he got a commission as a lieutenant of regulars. 
After a year he went as secretary of legation to 
one of the Latin-American republics. He soon quit 
the place, however. 


It is interesting to note in this connection that 


General Phil Sheridan has a son in the army as an 
officer. A relative of General Robert E. Lee is also 
in the army in the person of Captain Fitzhugh Lee, 
who was a military aide to President Roosevelt and 
whose father, General Fitzhugh Lee, was a nephew 
of General Robert E. Lee. General Sherman had 
two sons. One became a Jesuit priest and the other 
a lawyer. Both graduated at Yale and the former 
was a chaplain of a volunteer regiment during the 
Spanish-American war.

Krutschnitt Once Professor 


Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of the board of di- 


rectors of the Southern Pacific Company, has been 
visiting the city this week. Presumably, Krutt- 
schnitt is the only prominent railroad official in the 
cotrtfTv who OPCP was a college professor. C. P.

How BlacK Bart Was Captured 


We all remem&er wnat great aids to me puuc« 


are laundry marks on clothing in helping to ferret 
out this or that criminal, or to identify the bodies 
of those found dead. In the records of the chief 
of police and the detective department there are 
some interesting cases where these marks played 
an important role. In his own private possession 
an old and retired local city detective also has some 
interesting similar oata. Part of tne iai^er leftrs 
to how Black Bart, the famous highwayman, was 
finally captured about 1883 through a laundry mark 
on his handkerchief, reading "F. 0. X 7." This was 
the only clew, he having dropped it in running 
away after an attempted hold-up. The ownership 
of this handkerchief was traced to Charles E. Bol- 
ton, who had rooms at the old Webb House in this 
city. The man's right name was found to be Boles. 
He confessed to twenty-eight robberies and to a lot 
of doggerel poetry he had left at the scenes of his 
various robberies. The late Captain Hany Morse 
of Alameda county actually ran the fellow to earth, 
with the assistance of John N. Thaeker of Oakland. 
He served seven years in San Quentin. After being 
liberated, he called at police headquarters to bid 
them good-bye, promising not to commit any more 
crimes. Asked if he was going to write any more 
poetry, he laughingly replied: 


"Thafs included in my promise not to commit 


any more crimes." 


That was the end of Black Bart so far as the po- 


lice was concerned. The data alluded to includes 
this copy of one of his poetical efforts found up be- 
tween Quincy and Oroville, where he had robbed a 
stage. It reads as follows: 


"Here I lay me down to sleep, 


To wait the coming morrow; 


Perhaps success, perhaps defeat, 


And everlasting sorrow. 


Yet come what will—I'll try it on, 


My condition can't be worse. 


And if there's money in that box 


'Tis money in my purse."

is very pleasing to his friends. Many of the latter 
are of great influence, and, realizing how the in- 
stitution has grown under his zeal -and care, hope 
he will return strong enough to grasp at once the 
reins of his. great and able administration. 


Dr. Wheeler can take pardonable pride in the 


present state of the university and its attendance 
of students, making it in the latter respect the sec- 
ond university in the Lmtea btates and prooaoiy 
the tenth in enrollment in the world. The results 
of his work have been remarkable. This has been 
noteworthy of late in the friendly attitude of the 
legislature and its appropriations for the support 
of the university's mission.

He mentions 
the fact that the University of California through 
its president proposed the German Emperor a#. a 
candidate for the Nobel peace prize last year. This 
is well known and appreciated in Germany. The 
French criticism that the president of the Uni- 
versity of California, who committed the institution 
to such a recommendation, "must be some Teuton 
immigrant" and that "the Yankee universities are 
full of these false Americans" occasioned, he says, 
many a loud guffaw in Berlin. He also mentions . 
how favorably was received in the

Wheeler's commendatory review of Alfred H. Fried's 
book on "The German Emperor and the Peace of the 
World." Fried, a Nobel peace prize winner him- 
self, takes a most favorable view of the Emperor 
as a pacificator. Wheelers review was first pub- 
lished in the Toronto "Globe" and copied exten- 
sively in German and other European papers. My 
friend finally says he was* told in Berlin that M. 
D' Freyciaet, a former French Minister of War and 
a senator a£ present, has commended Wheeler's re- 
view of Fried's book and has also declared himself 
personally convinced that the Emperor is a leader 
of peace. 
Dr. Jordan Optimistic Over Peace 


Judging from some of the letters he has written 


from Europe to friends here, Chancellor David Starr 
Jordan of Stanford University is still optimistic 
about his crusade for the abolition of war through 
an enlightened public sentiment and the resultant 
influence on the attitude of The Hague Peace Tribu- 
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tion treaties. He was well received in England fay 
influential social and political people, who crowded 
to hear his addresses on the subject. Although he 
has not said so in his letters, the inference is to be 
gathered that the abolition of war is still looked 
upon in many quarters as a mere academic discus- 
sion. Jordan finds many people of influence who 
agreed with his statements and conclusions. All 
people, save a few, want an end to all wars. The 
question with him and others is how to make public 
sentiment overwhelmingly against it. He arrived 
on the continent on the eve of the horrors and 
devastation of the war of the Balkan States and 
Greece against Turkey and the subsequent bitter 
struggle among some of those States and Greece. 
He finds that the aftermath of those two wars put 
many people in a mood to be his interested auditors.

Seeking Moral Lessons of Vice. 


Suggest to any matron that she take her young daughters 


into a brothel to show them how prostitutes behave and how 
the business of prostitution is conducted and they would turn 
in horror from the proposition. They would consider themselves 
insulted and outraged, and very properly so. They would not 
regard it as beneficial to the morals of their pure-minded 
daughters to bring them in contact with the vices of the tender- 
loin and the doings of harlots and their male parasites. 


Yet it is precisely for that sort of thing that a good many 


well-meaning people are contending in asking that the ban be 
lifted from "The Traffic," A mimic representation is no more 
instructive than the real thing. It is less so, in fact, because the 
picture it presents is more or less distorted. If moral lessons are 
to be gained by studying human depravity, a clearer, saner idea 
can be gained by a survey of actual conditions rather than a 
staged representation"-of bagnio life and-the causes which lead 
women to take up witli jt. 


Women and men, even ministers of the gospel, whose morals 


are above reproach and whose motives are unquestionably clean 
and altruistic, say that "The Traffic" teaches a lesson "bene- 
ficial to young and old." And they believe it 
They are sincere, 


but their sincerity does not atone for the mistake they are mak- 
ing. They have educated their minds to a point where moral 
miasma does not touch'1 their senses. Because they are im- 
mune they think others are. It is to be regretted that their 
sympathies should so mislead their judgment, and that they 
should stand for the production of a filthy play depending upon 
filth alone for its interest to the public under the mistaken be- 
lief that it tends to create a sentiment that will eradicate the 
social evil 


"Touch pitch and ye are defiled," is a Biblical proberb. It 


is the truth. There are loathsome physical diseases that medi- 
cal science must investigate before it can cure, but no one will 
seriously contend that a mixed audience composed of laymen, 
old and young, should be brought to the dissecting table. Dissec- 
tion can be portrayed on the stage with equal profit and less 
offense to the moral sense than scenes from the life of a courte- 
san. In "The Traffic" the playwrights have undertaken to 
present the grosser details of life in a brothel. The curtain 
rings down on moral darkness. There is not a ray of goodness, 
not a gleam of hope, no foil to the surroundings, in the whole 
play. It is the social evil at its worst. It is like taking a man 
into a sewer to prove to him the necessity for sanitation. As 
though girls cannot be taught to be clean without introducing 
them to the depravity of the bawdy house and the baseness of

A much larger number of people 
will be affected than would seem at first glance. All those who 
will be required to pay the tax have children, dependent rela- 
tives, or other beneficiaries of their fortunes. There will be a 
pinch all along the line to make up for what the government 
takes. Thousands of small stockholders in big corporations will 
have to bear a tax totally disproportionate to their means. They 
will be hit unintentionally by the gun aimed at the multi- 
millionaires.

but as proper inflation is so vitally im- organization,* 
portant insufficient inflation is more dam- 
aging than anything else. The statistics 
complied by all th« leading tire manufac- 
turers, Indicate that more than 75 per- 
cent of tires that have gone out of ser- 
vice prematurelv did so because of in- 
sufficient inflation. 


There arc several indications of under- 


Inflation 
Tre most common one Is the 


condition of the Inside fabric. 
Underin- 


flation separates the fabric layers and this

There are two 
precautions the motorist can take which 
will do this; one Is to Inflate the tire 
property at first and the other is to add 
to tie tire every few days enough air to 
balance what has been lost in the mean- 
time. No tire Is absolutely air-tight so It 
should be Inflated every few days. To be 
sure about the proper pressure, the mot- 
orist should use a pressure gauge. A num- 
ber of reliable and inexpensive gauges are 
on the market which will pay for them- 
selves several times in reducing tire ex- 
pense.

Tenants who are orderly, pay their rent 
promptly and are careful -of the property, 
sho-a!d be protected from either disorderly 
or disreputable neighbors. 
Nothing is 
easier. It Is perfectly simple for any land- 
lord to find out all about prospective ten- 
ants before he takes them In by going to 
tihe places where the family last lived 
and making inquiries as to Its reputa- 
tion and character. 


To be most effective, work' of. this 
kind should be carried on in an organ- 
ized way by which there will be -a prac- 
tical claarir.gr house for landlords, who 
could thus make a white list of the sood 
tenants and keep track of the.. tenants 
who are undesirable. In a short time

Where the town is well organized from 
a labor union point of view, such ef- 
fort could be best developed in active 
co-operation with the labor unions, who 
necessarily represent as a rule, the best 
paid and most -intelligent elements of 'the 
Tmrkinsr community.

department staff a woman sanitary ln» 
spector, nhose chief function shall be 
the education of the tenants, a. sort of 
combined visiting nurss and sanitary In- 
spector, but who. unlike either visiting 
nurse or sanitary Inspector in most cities. 
does not gimply visit families trpon cotn- 
pU'int or request, but who spends her 
time systematically visiting the homes 
of the poor, going from house to house, 
from door to door, from apartment to 
apartment, ona after another getting ac- 
quainted with ths families, winning their 
confidence and gradually bringing home! 
ti them in practical ways the best-m'ath- 
ods of living from a sanitary £0iiil «i 
view. 
At ttie same time she will gee 


that the unsanitary conditions which she 
discovers ar& promptly remedied, whare 
the landlord Is responsible, forcing him 
through orders from the health depart- 
•ment to clean up and remedy the bad 
conditions, where trie tenant Is responsi- 
ble leading her, through education and 
porsu&elon. to change her habits, and 
wborA this ii impracticable, forclne her' 
through fear of tn« law to live in a 
more cleanly and decent way. 


Wherever a .woman inspector has been 


appointed to do work of this kind—and 
a number ot cities have taken it up — 
her success has teen immediate and em- 
phatic. In a few years the work of our 
health departments will be more alon§f 
ihese HUM than, along any other, and 
the time will soon come when every city 
will have on Its health staff not only one. 
but a corps of wom«n wnlteiry inspec- 
tors.
